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The True Meaning of Christmas 


Winter is the most beautiful 
season of the year, and the one 
during which the Father chose 
to give us His most cherished 
gift, His Beloved Son. The Holy 
Day of Christmas, and the birth 
of Jesus Christ are one. They 
brought joy upon the earth sim- 
ultaneouly; therefore, we cannot 
commemorate one without t h e 
other. 

As soon as the diamond cry¬ 
stals of winter begin to cover the 
golden leaves of fall,young and 
old the world over dream and plan 
for Christmas Day. Children ex- 
pecially look forward to the multi¬ 
colored lights and hansomely 
wrapped parcels which do much 
to bring out the beauty of the 
gaily decorated Christmas Tree. 
Youth gather to enjoy many of 
the festive occaisions before this 
Holy Day, and be it a skating or 
sleigh party, carols old and new 
are sung.

The Annunciation 

In the Annunciation, the birth 
of the Son of God in the flesh 
is made to hinge on the consent 
of a woman, as the fall of man 
in the garden of Paradise hinged 
on the consent of a man. 

God in His power might have 
assumed a human nature by for¬ 
ce, as the hand of a man lays 
hold of a rose. But He willed 
not to invade His great gift of 
freedom without a creature's free 
response. Through the angel who 
salutes Mary in words that have 
become the first part of the Hail 
Mary, "Hail, full of grace, the 
Lord is with thee, "Mary is asked 
if she will give God a man! 

Mary learning that she will 
conceive without human love, but 
with the overshadowing of divine 
love, consent, and a new hu¬ 
manity begins, with Mary as the 
new Eve, and Christ the new 
Adam. 

The Annunciation is the Myst¬ 
ery of the joy of freedom. Our 
free will is the only thing in the 
world that is our own God can 
take away anything else, our 
health , wealth, power, but God 
will never force us to love Him. 
The charm of Yes lies in the pos¬ 
sibility that one might have said 
No. 

Mary has taught us to say Fiat 
to God. " Be it done to me ac 
cording to Thy word." But God 
Himself has taught us that; since 
He would not invade the free¬ 
dom of a woman, then a man 
should never do so. 


The Visitation 

The Gospel tells us, "In the 
days that followed, Mary rose up 
and went with all haste to a city 
of Judea, in the hill country, 
where Zachary dwelt; and there, 
entering in she gave Elizabeth 
greeting. No sooner had Eliza¬ 
beth heard Mary's greeting, then 
the child leaped in her womb; 
and Elizabeth herself was filled 
with the Holy Ghost; so that she 
cried out with a loud voice, Bless¬ 
ed art thou amoung women, and 
blessed is the fruit of thy womb 
(Luke 1 ;39-42). 

The first miricle worked by 
our Lord on earth was preform¬ 
ed while He was still in His 
Mother's womb. He stirred the 
unborn John and brought con¬ 
sciousness of His presence t o 
Elizabeth, the cousin of His 
Mother. Thus long before Cana 
our Lord shows that it is through 
His Mother that He worked His 
unseen wonders in the heart and 
through Him that He is brought 
into the’ souls of men. 

z The joy of the second Joyful 
Mystery is that of the Old Test¬ 
ament meeting the New, and of 
the young maiden greeting the old 
woman, as Mary burst into the 
most revolutionary song that was 
ever sung, the Magnificat, fore¬ 
telling the day when the mighty 
would be unseated from their 
thrones, and the poor would be 
exalted. 

Yet at that moment, when Eliz¬ 
abeth is the first to call her the 
Mother of God, even before our 
Lord is born, Mary answers in her 
song that her greatness is due to 
Him, and that she wds chosen 
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because she was lowly. It may 
very well be that Mary was chosen 
to be the Mother of God after 
she had in her vow renounced 
the honor. Through greater than 
Elizabeth, she visits her in her 
hour of need. Only as we be¬ 
come little do we ever become 
great in the eyes of God. 

The Nativity 

All love tends to become like 
that which it loves. God loved 
man; therefore, He became Man. 
Tanks to His human nature, He 
could take on our woes and our 
sorrows, and feel the effects of 
sin as if they were His very own. 

But all this was conditioned up¬ 
on Mary's giving Him a human 
nature. Without her He would 
never have had eyes to see the 
multitude hungary in the desert, 
or ears to hear the pleading of 
the lame man of Jericho, or hands 
to caress children, or feed to 
seek the lost sheep. 

For nine months, her own body 
was the natural Eucharist, in 
which God shared communionwith 
human life, thus preparing for 
that greater Eucharist, when hu¬ 
man life would commune with the 
Divine. 

Mary's joy was from Christ in 
her own body, her joy now is to 
form Christ in our souls. In this 
Mystery, we pray to become preg- 
gnat with the Christ spirit giving 
Him new lips with which He may 
speak of His Father, new hands 
with which He may feed the poor, 
and a new heart with which He 
may love everyone, even enemies. 

The Presentation 

Every child is an arrow shot out 
of the bow of its mother, but 
its target is God. Children have 


come through mothers, but they 
do not belong to them. Mary 
acknowledges this claim of divin¬ 
ity on her Child by presenting 
Him Back again to God, as she 
offers the temple of His Body 
in the temple made by hands. 

Mary here anticipated the joy 
of every mother who brings her 
child to the baptismal front, where 
God may claim His own. But in 
the case of Mary, the Child was 
claimed for sacrifice, as the aged 
Simeon, said that He was a sign 
to be contradicted, for the cross 
is the contradiction. 

She was the only mother who 
ever brought a life into the world 
to die. 

THE FINDING OF OUR LORD 
IN THE TEMPLE 

There are two kinds of souls 
in the world; those who hide from 
God and those from whom God 
hides. But when God hides, He 
hides in order that He might be 
sought the more, as if to draw 
out a deeper love. 

During the three days when 
the divine Child was lost, the 
Blessed Mother became the mo¬ 
ther of sinners. The essence of 
sin is the loss of God, and Mary 
lost God, not spiritually, but phy¬ 
sically. 

Let no sinner ever despair of 
Divine Mercy, because Mary un¬ 
derstands the tortures of the 
heart, but above all, because she 
knows where to find Christ. She 
also knows how to bring the sin¬ 
ner to her Divine Son. As the 
Madonna of the Empty Arms, she 
awaits your embrace.

ST. BASIL'S SR. U.C.Y., EDMONTON HOLDS SUCCESSFUL 
COMMUNION BREAKFAST 

The third Annual Girls' Closed Retreat at St. Albert on Nov. 
3, 4 and 5, was well represented by approximately thirty-five girls from 
St. Basil's U.C.Y. The girls spent several quiet days in meditation, 
prayer, and in gaining spiritual knowledge. 

On Sunday, November 12th, seventy members participated in 
receiving the Holy Sacraments on the Feast of St. Michael the Arch¬ 
angel. The event was most successful. At this Breakfast Dr. James 
Hardy spoke on the Legion of Mary, a lay Catholic organization of 
which he is an active promoter. 
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THE LEGION OF MARY 


In the introduction, Dr. Hardy gave a brief sketch of the role 
of the laymen throughout the history of the church. The object of 
the Legion of Mary is the sanctification of its members through aposto¬ 
lic action, working in close union with Our Lady. The apostolate of 
the Legion takes part in every form of social service and Catholic 
Action. Examples of this work are formation of Alterboy societies, 
catechism classes for children, working with fallen away Catholics and 
Catholics married out of the Church, convert instruction, and visitation 
of the sick and imprisoned. 

"The Legion seeks to become the eyes, ears, hands and feet 
of the clergy, primarily the parochial clergy." The Catholic Action is 
a unique combination of prayer and activity. 

The formation stone of the Legion is its weekly meeting where 
the Legionnaires meet to pray, plan and act together to spread Catho¬ 
licism. 

The Legion has spread marvelously since its formation in 1921. 
It has spread to every country where the church is found. The mem¬ 
bers of the Legion of Mary are of every age, every walk in life, every 
level of education or lack of it, both men and women. 

Dr. Hardy then presented a cross sectional view of yearly results 
in a few Praesidiums which are cell units of the Legion, comprising 
an average of fifteen members. In the Phillipines the praesidium of 
the village of Legaspi is made up of members of ages fifty to seventy 
years, proving that Catholic Action is not restricted to young adults. 
In Legaspi, eight invalid marriages were validated and scores of people 
returned to Sunday Mass. 

In Chile, there is a small village praesidium made of poorly 
educated natives. By their efforts, ninety-six people returned to the 
sacraments, many after periods ranging from sixteen to forty-four years, 
fourteen adults received Holy Communion for the first time and twenty- 
six marriages were regularized. 

The Lady of Gwadalsepe Praesidium in Milwauki regularized 
twelve marriages, helped thirty-five people return to the sacraments, 
saw forty-five citizens return to regular mass attendance, guided 18 
non-Catholics to be received into the Church and after much planning 
and organizing provided religious classes for one hundred twenty-six 
high school students. 

In a European prison camp, so-called hardened criminals, when 
visited by confident legionnaires, were seen to accept sacraments, and 
attend Mass in the confines of the prison. This shows that every aspect 
of human nature is receptive to sincere and brotherly interest and help¬ 
fulness as provided by members of the Legion of Mary. 

To be an active member of the Legion of Mary, the minimum 
of work that is expected includes two hours of apostolic work per week, 
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fifteen minutes per week used for spiritual reading from the handbook, 
attendance at the praesidium meeting for one to one and a half hours 
weekly and two minutes of prayer with special intentions for the success 
of the Legion. The auxiliary members are the praying arm of the 
organization. These members include in their intentions for the daily 
rosary, the intentions of Our Lady, for the world. To be a member- 
one must have only two qualifications. He must be of Catholic faith 
and he should have an abundance of humility. 


To the satisfaction of all girls of St. Basil's U.C.Y., the Pyrohy 
dinner held on Sunday, December 3rd at Mount Carmel School Audi¬ 
torium was an encouraging success. Despite the extreme cold weather 
many church parishioners enjoyed an excellent meal.

Read Your Constitution 


A. National 

The National Executive shall 
be the supreme governing au¬ 
thority of the Ukrainian Catholic 
Youth of Canada responsible to 
the directives of the National 
Convention and to the Honorary 
Presidents of the Society. 

(a) The National Executive shall 
be elected at the National 
Convention and shall consist 

of: 

1. Honorary Presidents 

2. Spiritual Director 

3. President 

4. Vice-President 

5. Secretary 

6. Treasurer 

7. Fifth Member 

8. Publicity Officer 

(b) The UCY Diocesan President 
shall form an Advisory Board 
for the National Executive of 
the society. 

(c) Duties of the Officers of the 
National Executive. 

1. The Honorary Presidents 
shall be the Bishops Ordinary of 
the Ukrainian Catholic Church of 
Canada. 

2. The Spiritual Director 
shall: 

. . . be a Ukrainian Catholic priest 
appointed by the Bishop of the 
Ukrainian Catholic Diocese in 
which the National Executive is 
located. 


. . . perform such duties as pre¬ 
scribed to him by the Honorary 
Presidents. 

. . . guide the members of the 
National Executive. 

3. The President shall: 

. . . call and conduct meetings of 
the National Executive at least 
once a month. 

. . . attend all Diocesan Conven¬ 
tions in person or through a re¬ 
presentative. 

. . . transact all financial business 
of the National Executive toge¬ 
ther with the Treasurer, upon the 
approval of the National Execu¬ 
tive. 

. . . require the approval of the 
majority and the Spiritual Direc¬ 
tor for transaction of all business 
of the executive. 

. . . delegate additional responsi¬ 
bilities as they arise to members 
of the National Executive. 

. . . consult with the Advisory 
Board in matters of policy. 

4. The Vice-President shall 
assume the duties of the Presi¬ 
dent in the latter's absence. 

5. The Secretary shall: 
of the National Executive. 

. . . keep records of all activities 
. . . conduct all necessary cor¬ 
respondence. 

. . . keep a register of all local 
units. 



. . . at the termination of office, 
prepare a report of the activities 
of the National Executive for dis¬ 
tribution to all locals by the Dio¬ 
cesan Executives, at least one 
month prior to the National Con¬ 
vention; this report also to be 
presented at the National Con¬ 
vention. 

. . . send copy of minutes to all 
Diocesan Executives. 

6. The Treasurer shall: 

. . . keep a record of income and 
expenditure. 

. . . keep a book of membership 
fees, collect membership fees 
from the Diocesan Executives for 
each member of the organization. 

. . . at the termination of office, 
prepare a financial report for dis¬ 
tribution to all locals by Diocesan 
Executives at least one month 
prior to the National Convention, 
this report also to be presented 
at the National Convention. 

. . . apply his signature with that 
of the President to financial 
transaction of the organization. 

7. The Fifth Member shall 
substitute for the Secretary or 
Treasurer when necessary. 

8. The Publicity and Press 
chairman shall: 

. . . contribute periodically a re¬ 
port of the activities of the Na¬ 
tional Executive to the “Youth" 
magazine. 

. . . take care of any publicity 
required by the National Execu¬ 
tive. 

. . . follow the attitude of the 
Ukrainian Press by reading the 
various publications received by 
the Ukrainian Catholic Council of 
Canada. 

. . . keep a record of all publicity 
concerning the organization. 

9. The Advisory Board or any 
member thereof shall be free to 


examine at any time the finan¬ 
cial records and statements of the 
National Executive and give a re¬ 
port thereon to the National con¬ 
vention. 

10. General duties of the Na¬ 
tional Executive: 

. . . to speak in the name of the 
Ukrainian Catholic Youth of Ca¬ 
nada. 

. . . to organize and call the Na¬ 
tional Convention upon notifica¬ 
tion by the Ukrainian Catholic 
Council of Canada. 

. . . to evolve a general plan of 
activities for the organization in 
accordance with the requirement 
of its constitution. 

... to conduct propaganda orga¬ 
nizationally through the press. 

. . . to publish and distribute li¬ 
terature such as pamphlets and 
articles for the benefit of the, or¬ 
ganization. 

... to ensure a sufficient supply 
of membership cards, constitu¬ 
tions, and identification buttons 
for distribution to members 
through the medium of Diocesan 
Executives. 

. . to organize leadership courses 

for the members of the society. 

. . . to encourage the progress 
and development of the society 
together with the Diocesan Exe¬ 
cutives. 

... to undertake any other re¬ 
sponsibilities that may arise and 
develop them for the benefit of 
the society. 

... to cooperate with other Uk¬ 
rainian Catholic National Execu¬ 
tives. 

. . . to establish and maintain a 
contact with similar organization 
on a national and international 
scale.
